The New SOLITAIRE Word Game 


By Pauline Arnold 


PURPOSE OF GAME 


The object of this game of word solitaire is to gain the high- 
est score possible. To do so, you form words using letters from 
a pre-determined list, placing them on squares of a specified 
value so that the words are formed both across (always from 
the left) and down (always from the top). 


HOW TO PLAY SOLICROSS 


Write across on first line of DRAW column the first seven 
letters from the LETTER LIST. Indicate the last letter 
used from the list by a dot or a line (/). 


. Form a word using two or more of these letters. Names 


of people and places are not allowed, and only common 
English words may be used. 


. Place either BEGINNING LETTER OR END LETTER 


of this word on square indicated by a circle, filling in the 
other letters of this word either from left to right, or from 
top to bottom (never from right to left, or bottom to top). 
Do not place letters on any blacked-out square. Add up 
score (see 7 below) and enter in score column. Seratch 
(/) in the DRAW column the letters used in the words. 


. Copy all unused letters of DRAW onto the next line, add- 


ing enough letters from LETTER LIST (in sequence) to 
bring next DRAW up to seven letters. 


. Form new words from each DRAW by adding one or 


more letters to an existing word so as to form a new word 
or words. All letters from any one DRAW must be used, 
in only one row, either across or down. Only complete 
words may be formed. Letters adjoining other letters must 
always form a word, in cross-word form. 


. Form new words by: 


1. Adding one or more letters to an existing word, at the 
beginning or end, or both. 

2. Setting a new word at right angles to an existing word, 
incorporating one of its letters or adding to it. 

3. Placing a new word parallel to one already written 
down so that the letters adjoining also form words. 


. Score each time you complete one DRAW. Add together 


all numbers in the corners of the squares used to form 
or modify words. If a word has been changed by adding 
a letter or letters count the entire word again. Two or 
more words formed at the same time are both counted; 
the square common to both new words is counted with 
each word. Words within words are not counted. Write 
your DRAW score in SCORE column and your accumu- 
lated score at the bottom of the column. 


. If it becomes impossible to use any letters from a given 


DRAW, scratch all seven letters and subtract 25 points 
from your score for the DRAW. 


. When the DRAW column is complete, the game is fin- 


ished whether or not all the letters from the LETTER 
LIST have been used. If all letters from the LETTER 
LIST are used up at any point before this, add 50 to score 
and count the game as complete. 

When you finish with the puzzle, the same word must not 
appear twice in the diagram. 

There is no absolute answer but our game with a score of 
387 is shown on page 64. 

When you have completed the game, you may play it 
again by making your own diagram and reversing the 
order of the letter list.

The dragon is not to be left until last 
(clue 2); that same directive applies to 
the sea serpent and the troll (clue 4) 
and to the Wizard (clue 5)—so the last 
monster to be slain is the giant.
